MEASURING THE’ FORESTS 


The governments of the Dominion and 
the provinces are planning to make a sur- 
vey of the forests of Canada, with a view 
to finding our what is the real extent, 


kind and value of the available timber. It 


is time that that were done, If the for- 
ests had been the property of private own- 
ers they would have been measured and 
assessed long ago and a policy of develop- 
ment adopted which would square with 


the known facts. 


Because the forest areas are large and 
have been the property of the public, it 
has been nobody's particular business to 
find out how much timber they contain, 
how much they grow in a season, and 
therefore how much it is safe to harvest 
each year.

adjusted children, The parent-child 
relation is pivotal 

All this, the statement reads, people 
are beginning to realize Tt hasn't 
penetrated very far; objection to tt ts 
strong and should be met. Older 
generations, we are told, did prett 
well under a very different set of 
ideas, The present older generation 
regards itself with some satisfaction 
and had none of these newer ways 
with children, ‘The truth is that the 
human race is tough and will survive 
many and any variety of misedu- 
cation. The same thing could be said 
of medical treatment of the body; 
but we welcome the newer medicine 
not only for its enlightenment on how 
to live, what to seek and what to 
avoid, as for its prolongation and 
safeguarding of human lift We live 
longer remain younger longer, con- 
tinue to be active later and have 
more security when disease come 

The same applies to mental health 
Tough children survived, even thrived 
on the older, cruder ays; tender 
children succumbed. The neurotic 
difficulties of the times are in no 
smail measure traceable to unwise 
handling. of sensible children, The 
mental hygiene of childhood is a 
preventive measure for the neuroses 
of later Ife 

Confidence in the value of thes 
principles must not lead to a cock- 
sure attitude that if only the older 
faults are avoided the millennium ts 
at hand and a race of perfect human 
beings is now growing up: nor to the 
rejection of all that was good in the 
elder order that is passing Tt isn't 
that the newer way values respect for 
parents less, but that it regards a 
right relation as more likely to grow 
out of the newer discipline than of 
the older Discipline and training 
there must ever be and in increasing 
measure as we recognize the training 
value of activities of creative occupa- 
tion particularly, which formerly was 
concerned only with the economic 
value; hence the protest against child 
labor. In brief, mental hygiene ts an 
agency for an enlightened view of the
